At page 39, line 21, to page 40, line 9 (Second Amendment): 

In step 1606 (Figure 16), mobile system interface 210 (Figure 2) submits the origin and 
destination of the trip as specified by the subject user to a map server through wide area network 
102 (Figure 1). As used herein, a map server is a networic server, such as any of servers 104A-C, 
which provides navigation information such as maps and driving directions between two 
locations. Map servers are known and conventional and are not further described herein. 
Examples of currently available map servers are those provided by Vicinity Corporation of 
Sunnyvale, California (<http://www.mapblast.com>); MapQuest,comJnc. of New York City, 
New York (<http://www.mapquestcom>); andYahoo!
